Trimming Paper Is Very Simple 

Trimming the wall paper is about the easiest and simplest step 
in hanging it. The best way is to order our wall paper trimming 
outfit 575 X 827, Page 122, which includes a rotary knife and a 
ruled straight edge. But you can do a good job with our wheel 
knife 75X810 or 75X811, Page 122, using a yard stick or 
straight board as a guide. Or you may use a pair of sharp shears, 
following carefully the edge of the printed pattern for your guide. 

It takes but a few minutes to trim each strip after you are 
through pasting and folding. (See directions for hanging wall 
paper, Pages 120 and 121.) And it is much wiser to spend this 
little extra time than to buy your wall paper already trimmed 
and run the risk of spoiling an entire job because of smearing. 


Any professional paper hanger will advise you to buy your wall 
paper with the selvedge on, and trim it after pasting. 


ButWeJldviseJlgainst Trimming 
Before Paste is Applied 

If you wish your wall paper trimmed on one side; we will gladly 
do it for you FREE. But we advise you to order it untrimmed, 
and trim it yourself after pasting. 

There is less danger of soiling and spoiling the wall paper 
if the selvedge is trimmed off after the paste has been 
applied. Here are two good reasons why. 

When you brush the paste on the back of a strip of wall paper, it 
frequently slops over the edge and gets onto the pattern side, as is 
shown in the picture at the left. If the selvedge has been left on, only 
this unprinted edge, the edge to be trimmed becomes soiled. But if 
the paper has come to you already trimmed the paste will, of course, 
smear right onto the patterns—and your entire strip is spoiled. 


Run No Risk of Spoiling the 
Entire Wall 

Another danger. As you paste, lumps and excess 
paste usually gather at the edge of the strip. If you 
have left the paper untrimmed, you simply cut off this 
excess with the selvedge. And when the paper is 
pressed against the wall, there is no danger that paste 
will ooze out and smear over the adjoining strip and 
spoil the whole wall, as shown in the picture in the cir¬ 
cle above.

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H AN GIN G W all Paper is not as difficult as 
most people think. Once the walls are 
prepared, the job is half done. Work 
carefully, following these simple directions, 
and you will be surprised at how quickly the 
room is papered, how well it looks, and how 
much you have saved. 

Materials You Will Need 

It is best to use our Paper Hangers’ Folding Pasting 
Table 175 X 818 shown on Page 122, but you can work 
on three smooth boards, eight or ten inches wide, resting 
firmly on boxes or tables. 

Have another stout plank, nearly the length of the 
room, to use as a platform to stand on. It should rest 
firmly on chairs or boxes high enough ,to bring your 
head within six inches of the ceiling. 

Before you start to work, have the following mate¬ 
rials ready: 

Wardway Dry Paste 75 X 881—Page 122. 

Paste Brush —Page 122. 

Smoothing Brush —Page 122. Or whisk broom. 
Trimmer —Page 122. Or sharp shears. 

Seam Roller —Page 122. Or furniture caster. 

How to Prepare Walls 

For best results, walls should be sized before paper 
is hung. It is best to use our Decorators’ Wall Size 
576 X 5080—Page 114. But satisfactory sizing can be 
made as follows: soak one pound ground glue for twelve 
hours in just enough water to cover, add twelve quarts 
of hot water and a tablespoonful of alum, and apply 
while warm. 

New Walls Never Before Papered. Make sure 
that walls are smooth by scraping off all sand particles 
with a block of wood; then apply a thin coat of sizing. 
If walls are very rough apply in addition a thin coat 
of paste and allow to dry before papering. 

Painted Walls. To remove grease and oil, wash 
walls with solution of one part ammonia to six parts 
water. Let the wall dry thoroughly and apply a thin 
coat of Decorators’ Wall Sizing. 

Kalsomined or Whitewashed Walls. Wash off 
kalsomine or whitewash with warm water and sponge. 
Let dry thoroughly and apply sizing. 

Stained or Damp Walls. Spread a thin coat of 
orange shellac over damp spots. Apply sizing. 

Board Walls and Ceilings. Cover with cheese¬ 
cloth or muslin, tacking about two inches from edge 
and corners. Paste down this edge. A coat of sizing 
will shrink the cloth tight to the wall. 

Previously Papered Walls. Remove old paper by 
washing down with warm water and scraping with the 
dull edge of a knife. 

Be Careful to clean and size walls thoroughly around 
ceilings and baseboards. You will thus avoid having 
the paper curl at these points.

Marking and Measuring 

The first step in hanging paper is to draw a guide 
line the length of the ceiling, sixteen inches from the 
side wall. This is best done by driving a nail at each 
end of the ceiling, sixteen inches from the side wall. 
Chalk a piece of cord, stretch taut between the nails, 
grasp it at the center and pull it down. As it snaps 
back it strikes the ceiling, leaving a straight chalked 
line. Measure the length of the ceiling. 

Cutting and Matching 

Unroll the ceiling paper, face up, .on the pasting table 
and cut the first strip the length needed for the ceiling, 
allowing about two inches at each end to come down 
over the side wall. Lay the second strip, pattern side 
up, on top of the first; move 
along until the pattern 
matches exactly, allowing 
the same overlap. Then cut. 

It is necessary for the 
ceiling paper to come well 
down over the side wall to 
cover the space left, due to 
slight unevenness in the ceil¬ 
ing line. This overlap will 
be covered by the border. 

In this manner, match 
and cut all the paper needed 
for the ceiling before you 
start pasting. Paste and 
hang the strips 
in the order 
you have cut 
; them. 


Cut all paper needed for 
ceiling, wall or border before 
you start to hang. 

Now You Are Ready to Paste 

Now turn the paper over, pattern side down, allowing 
one end to hang over the pasting table so the paper will 
not curl. Have your paste ready. Start spreading paste 
at about the center, and paste toward one end. Be sure 
the paste is spread evenly, and is free from lumps or 
heavy layers. It is not advisable to spread paste on too 
thick. Thin layers, evenly applied, give a neater job. 

It is most convenient to buy dry paste already pre¬ 
pared. You will find Wardway Dry Paste listed on 
Page 122, very excellent and economical. But very 
satisfactory flour paste may be made at home. 

How to Make Flour Paste 

Add three pints of flour to two quarts cold water. 
Mix thoroughly, rubbing out all lumps. Add eight 
quarts boiling water and boil slowly for ten minutes,

stirring constantly; when cool add one tablespoonful 
powdered alum, stirring in well. When paste runs off 
brush smoothly it^s ready to use. Makes enough for a 
medium size room./ 

Folding Each Strip 

When you have pasted one-half the length, take this 
pasted end and fold it back to the center, pasted sides 
together. Be sure to keep side edges exactly even, and 
do not crease the paper. 

Now spread the paste on the other end and fold it 
back to the center in the same way. It is best to paste 
one strip at a time, and to hang it at once, especially 
when working on the lighter weight papers. 

If your strip is longer than 
the table, paste the left end first; 
and when it has been folded, 
draw it gently along pasting 
table and let it rest on the floor 
while the other end is being 
pasted. Keep the floor under 
pasting table free from dust and 
pasted scraps which might soil 
the paper. 
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It Is Easy— It Is Economical 


Always Trim After Pasting 

The next step is trimming. For safety, always trim 
after you have finished .pasting. Use our regular Wall 
Paper Trimmer shown on Page 122, or any long very 
sharp shears. Cut off the unprinted edge, leaving the 

other selvedge to 
lap under in hang¬ 
ing. Be sure to 
trim right up to 
the printed edge 
and as evenly as 
possible, in order 
to get a good look¬ 
ing finished wall. 


Always paste be¬ 
fore you trim. Be 
sure to read Page 5. 



Ceiling Is Hung First 

Always paper the ceiling first. If side wall is papered 
first, it is likely to become soiled while the ceiling paper 
is being hung. ,. , , . , 

Take the first ceiling strip which you have just pasted, 
folded and trimmed. Unfold the end to your right 
(you always begin pa¬ 
pering at the right hand 
corner of the ceiling) 
and mount your plat¬ 
form. Let the end 
whi ch is still f olded hang 
down over a roll of pa¬ 
per which you hold in 
your left hand, as shown 
in illustration at the 
right. 

With the right hand 
guide the paper along 
the chalk line, at the 
same time pressing it to 
the ceiling with the flat 
of your hand or a 
smoothing brush, and 
smooth it carefully as 
you move along. Have 
the first strip cover 
the sixteen inches you 
have marked off, allow¬ 
ing two inches of ceiling 
paper to come down 
over the side wall all 



the way around the room. Hang each succeeding strip 
in the same way, matching the pattern carefully. 

Hanging the Side Wall 

Measure the height of the side wall and cut the first 
strip long enough to come within three or four inches of 
the ceiling, depending on the width of the border. As 
you cut each succeeding strip, match pattern carefully. 
You may have to cut off several inches of waste, but 
this can be used over doors and windows. It is well to 
allow two or three inches to lap over baseboard to take 



care of slight variations in height of room. After a strip 
is hung it is easily trimmed with trimmer or shears. 

Place platform or step ladder about twelve inches 
from the wall. Always commence at opening—door or 
window—and work toward the right. 

Take the freshly pasted, folded and trimmed side 
wall strip, and unfold it at the top, being sure the 
pattern is right side up. Holding the two top corners, 
lean forward and look down along the joining to be sure 
the pattern is properly matched, making a perfect design 
where the two strips join. Move the strip up or down 
until matching is perfect, then allow the paper to touch 
the wall, smoothing down carefully with smoothing 
brush or a whisk broom. If strip is not perfectly matched 



when hung, remove it at once and hang it over again. 
When paste is almost dry (about ten minutes after 
hanging), roll the seams with a seam roller or furniture 
caster. Do not roll embossed paper, as it will leave 
a lighter streak. 



Border is Hung Last 

Border may be cut in five or six-foot lengths for ease 
in hanging. Apply the paste first, then with shears or 
sharp knife detach cut out pattern along perforated edge. 
Start hanging at corner of the room, working to either 
right or left. Allow the end to lap over one or more 
inches on adjoining wall. Paste, fold and trim as usual. 
Unfold one end, and, guiding upper edge of border close 
against the ceiling line, brush it smooth against the 
wall with your smoothing brush as you move along. 

To Avoid Smearing 

Never roll the seams till paste is almost dry—fully 
ten minutes after the strip is hung. 

Always paste before you trim. On Page 5 we 
explain why this is so important. 

Matching Color 

Occasionally rolls of the same pattern vary slightly 
in shade. It is wise to examine carefully all the rolls 
to be used in one room before starting to hang. If 
a variation is noticed, sort the rolls, hanging the lighter 
paper together on the dark side of the room and darker 
paper together on light side. In this way no variation 
will be noticeable, for light from the windows often 
makes one side of a room appear lighter than the other, 
even when all the rolls are exactly the same shade.

How to Figure 
Parcel Post Charges 

Packages sent by parcel post are delivered right 
to your, home, and usually the charges are much 
less than by express. 

The Parcel Post Map at the left shows the terri¬ 
tory served by our Chicago House—the circles 
representing the parcel post zones from Chicago. 
Find the zone in which you live, either by locating 
your own town or the one nearest you shown on 
the map. 

To find the postage charges on your order, add 
the total shipping weight of the patterns ordered, 
using the actual shipping weights given on the back 
of each sample. 

The chart below the map gives the Official Parcel 
Post rates per pound to any zone. 

Example 

If you live in the third zone and order merchandise 
weighing 10 pounds, the parcel post charge is 8^ for the first 
pound and 2^ for each of the nine additional pounds (180), 
making a total of 26 c. 

Packages weighing up to and including 8 ounces may be 
mailed to any zone for for each 2 ounces. 

Weight Limit
